Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr. (D-N.C.), chairman of the , 
select committee investigating the Watergate hugging 
. and related activities, has withdrawn his request for . 

■ access to the transcript of the federal grand jury inquiry 
into the bugging. . .. 

In a letter to Chief U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica, 
Ervin said the transcripts will not be needed “at this 
time” since acting FBI Director L. Patrick Gray has 
promised the committee access to “all of the data col- 
lected by the FBI in its investigation of the break-in and 
electronic surveillance of the Democratic National Com- 
’anittee headquarters at the Watergate.” 

Samuel Dash, chief counsel to the seven-member, bi- 
-partisan committee, said that despite President Nixon’s 
; comments at his press conference yesterday that access 
; to FBI files would be limited, the commitee is “still 
•acting on the assumption that they (Gray and Attorney 
-General Richard Kleindienst) are not going back on 
;the commitment they made to us.” , 

Dash said the committee would not be hindered by 
not having the grand jury minutes and that obtaining 
them could involve time-consuming litigation that might 
delay the committee’s investigation.
